THE DRAINAGE OF THE 
‘C-LONY, 2c 
MR LEIGH'S ANSWER TO.THE”. 
' GOVERNOR'S CHALLENGE, 

We give-below the first half of an‘ able 
paper by Mr BR, K. Leigh, AMIOE, 
on the proposed new syste of drainage, 
and propose to supplement this on an early

The existing drains are very clearly de- 
scribed by Mr Chadwick as follows :— 

©Tho public sewers appeat to have been 
made, rather as drains to carry off storm 
water, than sa sowers to remove from ha- 
ditations the foul waters usvally known as 
sewage. Noither their form nor their con- 
traction is.that which is considered dosir- 
able for the latter purpose. They do nat 
appear to have been made on any general 

jan, but rather to have been conatrnoted 
from time to time.as the necesdity arose, 
andjthoy eeam to have boon designed to convey 
tho atorm waters and perennial flow frum 
the ravines above, and the’surface water of 
the stroeta'and houses, by the shortest aad 
most direct line to the harbour, into which 
they discharge their contents through large 
openings .in the ‘wharf wall, The inverts 
of these outlets are at sbout the level of low 
water ordinary spring tides. . They are not 
provided with tihe- dara. With few excep- 
tions no attempt has’ been ,made to carry 
out the effluent below low-water mark, 
nor to select positions for oulfalls whore 
a strong tidal ‘stream would removo it. 
Consequently deposit takes place at their 
mouths, and hence at low tide there is a 
moat offensivo smell along’ the whole. har- 
bour front,’ 

L confirmed part of-the above in the ful- 
lowing terms before the late Fever Oum- 
miss; 

‘TL tbink the ohief fault of tho drainage 
of Hongkong, is, that it has grown from 
time to time, without any proper system be- 
ing carried ont, As the sewers become a 
nuisance, so they were trapped, both by 
privato individuals on» very wholesile 
scaly; ‘ard‘also by the Government in: tho 
roada. This trapping to all intents and pur- 
poses unventilated the sewers, and increas- 
ed the nuisance; es to the sewers them- 
selves, some of them—many of. the more 
modern ones—ore of @ very goud section, 
some of the older ones are not,’ 

Having thus touched upon the present 
drainage of the City, I will now proceed to 
describa Mr Chadwick's proposal, 

He proposcs to utilize the present drains 
for the conveyance of sewago-and rainfall 
an at present, modifying and improving 
thoir scction, &o., and constructing an in- 
tercaptivg sewer. on the Praya Wull, of 
suiicient capacity to carry off the sewage 
and aamallamonnt of rainfall, carrying this 
intercapting sewer" to al tfall in the 
Sulphur Channel, at which point he would 
require to pump the sewage, Whenever 
there was a heavy rainfall, as ts usual during 
the rainy season, a free discharye is allawed 
direct into the harbour through the present 
outlets, 

His cepott atates as follows: : 

*T hope to show that tho existing seware 
of Victoria may bo: improved so as to fit 
them for the conveyance of sewage, besid. 
serving to’ carry the storm water to the 
harbour, as they do at present, and further, 
that the sewage, during dty*“weather, may 
be diverted from their lower extremities, 
snd.carried to some distant outfall,- where 
it will be uous.’

-The proposed scheme of drainage

The flost experiments of Mr Chadwick 
and Mr Cooper were.confined to purticilar 
points, and in no way cause me to alter. the.

Theré ara plaess, such. as apposite tha 
City Holl, Commissariat Pior and Buwring- 
tony whera the configuration of the Praya 
would naturally lead one to exp-ot slack 
water ; even at auch places, | consider, that 
by suitable length of outfall, there ie amply 
sufficient current to diffuse the small amonnt, 
of sewage discharged nt those places, - 

At Bowringtow nnal oapeeci ly, there 
exists a lage foreshore caused by the de- 
posit of rift washed down the Woug-nui- 
eheong Valley. Tho outfall proposed by 
Me Cuop r at C. 4. is es-entialy wrongly 
placed for a collecting sewer, as admiteed 
in the report Ly the recommendation to 
tarry thia discharge by pumping to Notth 
Paint. : es 

“An advantngo in having numerous direct 

outfalls is, that sewage would be moro ra- 
Ppilly discharged into the sea from its place 
of production... T estimate that rom no 
part of the City would tho sewayy take 
longer than two honrs to bo dispersed into 
the sea, Sie Robert Rawlinson, in his 
‘Suggestions,’ says: ‘All sewage should 
be diapnaed of, if practicibts, on the day of 
ité produetion,’ That would not be the 
cass with: low-lying intarcepting seawera ; 
and in a tropical climate, ‘it is. essential to 
have the most apeedy discharge. 3 

An important fact which must’ not. be 
forgotten. in. considering’ the discharge 


being able to spare but. short portion of 
time, and the plans of Mr Coopor's Scheme 
having been hurried home, I havo not 
drawn a complete plan showing all the

Commencing at the extremo West o1 
No. J. subdivision of the Yellow or 
Separate System there are but fow houses 
to deal with.
